RESTORE  TO  ROMAN  CATHOLICS  IN  U  PPER  CANADA  CERTAIN 

RIGHTS  IN  RESPECT  TO 

SEPARATE  S  HOOLS. 

26  Victoria,  chapter  5. — Assented  to  5th  of  May,  1863, 


Preamble. 

ITT  HERE  AS  it  is  just  and  proper  to  restore  to  Roman  Catholics 
VV  in  Upper  Canada,  certain  rights  which  they  formerly 
enjoyed  in  respect  to  Separate  Schools,  and  to  bring  the  provisions 
of  the  Law  respecting  Separate  Schools  more  in  harmony  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Law  respecting  Common  Schools :  Therefore  Her 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  and  Assembly  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  Act  of  1855  repealed. 

I.  Sections  eighteen  to  thirty-six,  both  inclusive,  of  chapter  sixty- 
five  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Upper  Canada,  intituled,  “An 
Act  respecting  Separate  Schools,”  are  hereby  repealed,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  shall  be  substituted  in  lieu  thereof,  and  be  deemed  to  form 
part  of  said  Act. 

Five  Roman  Catholic  heads  of  families  may  call  a  meeting. 

II.  Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  five,  being  heads  of 
families,  and  freeholders  or  householders,  resident  within  any 
school  section  of  any  Township,  Incorporated  Village  or  Town,  or 
within  any  ward  of  any  City  or  Town,  and  being  Roman  Catliolics, 
may  convene  a  public  meeting  of  persons  desiring  to  establi.sh  a 
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Separate  School  tor  Roman  Catholics,  in  such  school  section  or  ward, 
for  the  election  of  Trustees  for  the  managemnt  of  the  same.* 

Majority  irresent  at  School  Meetmgto  elect  three  Trustees. 

III.  A  majority  of  the  persons  present,  being  freeholders  or 
householders,  and  being  Roman  Catholics,  and  not  candidates  for 
election  as  Trustees,  may,  at  any  such  meeting,  elect  three  persons 
resident  within  such  section  or  an  adjoining  section  to  act  as  Trus¬ 
tees  for  the  management  of  such  Separate  School,  and  any  person, 
being  a  British  subject,  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  may 
be  elected  as  a  Trustee,  whether  he  be  a  freeholder  or  householder 
or  not.-f*

IV.  Notice  in  writing  that  such  meeting  has  been  held  and  of 
such  election  of  Trustees,  shall  be  given  by  the  parties  present  at 
such  meeting  to  the  Reeve  or  head  of  the  Municipality,  or  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Common  School  Trustees,  in  the  Town¬ 
ship,  Incorporated  Village,  Town,  or  City  in  which  such  School  is 
about  to  be  established,  designating  by  their  names,  professions,  and 
residences,  the  persons  elected  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  as  Trustees 
for  the  management  thereof ;  |  and  every  such  notice  shall  be 


Public  notice  of  tliis  and  every  other  Separate  School  meeting  must  be  given,  similar 
to  that  required  under  the  Public  School  Act,  viz.,  notice  in  three  public  places  within 
the  school  section  or  ward,  six  days  previous  to  the  day  of  meeting. 

+  The  preliminary  proceedings  necessary  to  the  establishment  of  a  Separate  School, 
must  take  place  within  the  existing  Public  School  section  or  ward  where  the  Separate 
School  is  desired,  and  by  the  Roman  Catholic  freeholders  and  householders  resident 
therein,  i.  e. ,  Five  Roman  Catholic  heads  of  families  in  such  section  or  ward  may  call  a 
public  meeting  of  such  Roman  Catholic  residents  as  are  desirous  of  establishing  a  Sepa¬ 
rate  School.  A  majority  present  at  this  meeting  can  elect  three  resident,  or  adjoining 
Roman  Catholics,  being  British  subjects — (tax  payers  or  not) — to  act  as  trustees  of  the 
Separate  School,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-fourth  section  of  this  Act. 

t  The  form  of  notice  to  be  signed  by  all  the  Roman  Catholics  present  at  the  meeting 
for  the  establishment  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Sei)arate  School,  may  be  as  follows:

Sir, — We,  the  undersigned  Roman  Catholics  and  freeholders  and  householders  resident 

in  Common  School  Sections,  No . .  in  this  Township  (or . Ward,  in  this  City 

[or  Town,  &c..])  and  present  at  a  meeting  called  to  establish  a  Roman  Catholic  Separate 
School  within  such  Public  School  Section  (or  Ward)  in  accordance  with  the  Roman 
Catholic  Separate  School  Act  of  1863,  hereby  notify  you  that  at  a  meeting  called  by 

[hei'e  state  the  names  of  at  least  five x^ersons  calling  the  meeting'\  being . Roman  Catholic 

heads  of  families,  and  freeholders  or  householders  resident  within  such  School  Section  (or 
Ward),  and  held  on  the . day  of . 187...,  at  which  the  number  of . Roman 
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delivered  to  the  proper  officer  by  one  of  the  Trustees  so  elected, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  receiving  the  same  to  endorse 
thereon  the  date  of  the  receipt  thereof,  and  to  deliver  a  copy  of  the 
same  so  endorsed  and  duly  certified  by  him  to  such  Trustee,* *  and 
from  the  day  of  the  delivery  and  receipt  of  every  such  notice,  or  in 
the  event  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  officer  to  deliver  a  copy 
so  endorsed  and  certified,  then  from  the  day  of  the  delivery  of  such 
notice,  the  trustees  therein  named  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  under 
the  name  of  “The  Trustees  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Separate  School, 

for  the  Section  Number . ,  in  the  Township  of .  or  for 

the  ward  of . ,  in  the  city  or  town  (as  the  case  may  be) 

or  for  the  village  of . ,  in  the  county  of . ”*f* 

[The  Provincial  Statutes  General  Interpretation  Consolidated  Act, 
22  Viet.,  chap.  5,  further  adds  in  regard  to  Corporations  :  6  *  *. 
“  Tiuenty-fourthly.  Words  making  any  association  or  number  of 
persons  a  corporation, J  or  body  politic  and  corporate,  shall  vest  in 
such  corporation  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  con- 


Catholic  resident  freeholders  and  householders  of  the  said  Section  [or  Ward)  were  pre¬ 
sent  [here  designate  hy  their  names,  professions  and  places  of  abode,  the  persons  elected  as 
Trustees~\,  were  duly  elected  Trustees  for  the  management  of  said  Roman  Catholic  Sepa¬ 
rate  School,  according  to  law.

*  The  Trustees  cannot  act  until  after  the  delivery  of  this  notice  ;  nor  can  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  the  Separate  School  be  officially  recognized  by  the  Education  Department, 
until  the  same,  or  a  duplicate  notice  having  the  signature  of  the  Reeve  or  Chairman, 
be  transmitted  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education. 

t  By  this  and  the  second  section  of  the  Act,  the  law  provides  that  whenever  a  Roman 
Catholic  Separate  School  is  established,  (unless  a  union  be  formed,  as^  provided  in  the 
sixth  section, )  the  power  of  the  Trustees  shall  extend  to  the  boundaries  of  the  Public 
School  Section  in  Townships  ;  of  the  ward,  in  Cities  and  Towns  ;  or  of  the  Municipa¬ 
lity  in  Villages.  But  by  twelfth  section,  children  from  other  school  sections  may 
be  admitted  into  the  Separate  School.  The  fifth  section  of  the  Act  provides  for  the 
establishment  of  a  single  Board  of  Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  Trustees  for  the 
several  wards  of  a  city  or  town,  and  the  sixth  section  authorizes  the  union  of  two  or 
more  Separate  Schools  in  townships. 

A  Corporation  aggregate  is  not  hound  to  appear  as  loitnesses  in  Court,  hut  its  indivi¬ 
dual  members  may  he  suh2icenaed. 

The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  has  decided  that  a  corporation  aggregate  is  not  bound 
to  appear  at  the  trial  as  witnesses,  under  a  notice  served  on  its  attorney  under  the  Con¬ 
solidated  Statutes  22  Viet.,  chap.  32,  sec.  15.  If  the  individual  members  are  required 
to  appear,  they  must  be  individually  subjpeenaed.-— jP?n/stees  S.  S.  No.  2,  Dunwi'ch  v. 
McBeath,  3  C.  P.  R.  228. 
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tracted  with,  by  their  corporate  name,  to  have  a  common  seal,  * 
and  to  alter  or  change  the  same  at  their  pleasure,  and  to  have  per¬ 
petual  succession,  and  power  to  acquire  and  hold  personal  property 
or  movables  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  corporation  is  consti¬ 
tuted,  and  to  alienate  the  same  at  pleasui'e  ;  and  shall  also  vest  in 
any  majority  of  the  members  of  the  corporation,  the  power  to  bind 
the  others  by  their  acts  ;  and  shall  exempt  the  individual  members 
of  the  corporation  from  personal  liability  for  its  debts  or  obligati¬ 
ons,  or  acts,  provided  they  do  not  contravene  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  incorporating  them  ;  but  no  corporation  shall  carry  on  the 
business  of  banking,  [f.  e.  taking  or  issuing  promissory  notes,  &c.,] 
unless  when  such  power  is  expressly  conferred  on  them  by  the  Act 
ci-eating  such  corporation.” 

Board  of  R.  C.  Separate  School  Trustees  in  Cities  and  Towns. 

V.  The  Trustees  of  Separate  Schools  heretofore  elected,  or  here¬ 

after  to  be  elected,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in  the 
several  Wards  of  any  City  or  Town,  shall  form  one  body  corporate, 
under  the  title  of  “  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Separate  Schools  for  the  City  (or  Town)  of . i* 

Union  of  R.  C.  Separate  Schools  in  one  or  more  School  Sections. 

VI.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  majority  of  the  rate-paying  sup¬ 
porters  of  the  Separate  School,  in  each  Separate  School  Section, 
whether  the  Section  be  in  the  same  or  adjoining  Municipalities, 
at  a  public  meeting  duly  called  by  the  Separate  School  Trustees  of 
each  such  section,  to  form  such  sections  into  a  Separate  School 
Union  Section,  of  which  union  of  sections  the  Trustees  shall  give 
notice  within  fifteen  days  to  the  Clerk  or  Clerks  of  the  Municipality 
or  Municipalities,  and  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education ; 
and  each  such  Separate  School  Union  Section  thus  formed,  shall  be 
deemed  one  School  Section  for  all  Roman  Catholic  Separate  School 
]jurposes,  and  shall  every  year  thereafter  b^represented  by  three 
Trustees,  to  be  elected  as  in  Common  School  Sections. 


*  The  Trustees,  being  a  corporation,  must,  by  the  School  Act  of  1800,  use  a  corporate 
seal  in  their  official  acts,  otherwise  they  may  become  personably  liable  for  contracts  and 
a.greements.  These  Seals  can  be  procured  in  Toronto  for  about  S2  each.  The  acts  of 
the  majority  are  binding  upon  the  Corporation.  Notice  of  all  Trustee  Meetings  for 
the  transaction  of  business  should  be  given  to  all  the  members  of  the  Corporation. 

+  By  the  twenty  fourth  section  of  this  Act,  page  12,  the  election  of  Roman  Catholic 
Separate  School  Trustees  of  any  City  or  Town  becomes  void,  unless  a  Separate  School 
be  established  in  their  City  or  Town  within  three  months  after  the  first  or  annual 
election. 
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Union  R.  C.  Separate  School  Section — Corporation  formed. 

2.  And  the  said  Trustees  shall  form  a  body  corporate,  under  the 
title  of  “  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Roman  Catholic  United 

Separate  Schools  for  the  United  Sections  Nos . (as  the  case 

may  be),  in  the  ....  (as  the  case  may  be). 

Powers  of  Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  Trustees. 

VII.  The  Trustees  of  Separate  Schools  forming  a  body  corpo¬ 
rate  under  this  Act,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  impose,  levy 
and  collect  School  rates  or  subscriptions,  upon  and  from  persons 
sending  children  to,  or  subscribing  towards  the  support  of  such 
Schools,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  in  respect  of  Separate 
Schools,  that  the  Trustees  of  Common  Schools  have  and  possess 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Common  Schools.* 

R.  C.  Sep.  Sch.  Trustees  may  copy  Assessment  Roll  of  Municipality. 

VIII.  The  clerk  or  other  officer  of  a  Municipality  within  or  ad¬ 
joining  which  a  Separate  School  is  established,  having  possession 
of  the  Assessor’s  or  Collector’s  roll  of  the  said  Municipality,  shall 
allow  any  one  of  the  said  Trustees  or  their  authorized  collector  to 
make  a  copy  of  such  roll  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  persons  sup¬ 
porting  the  Separate  School  under  their  charge. 

Declaration  of  Office  by  Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  Trustees. 

IX.  The  Trustees  of  Separate  Schools  shall  take  and  subscribe 
the  following  declaration  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Reeve, 

or  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Common  Schools :  “I, . ,  will 

truly  and  faithfully,  to  the  best  of  my  judgment  and  ability,  dis¬ 
charge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  School  Trustee  to  which  I  have 
been  elected  ;  ”  and  they  shall  perform  the  same  duties  and  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  same  penalties  as  Trustees  of  Common  Schools  ,*1*  and 


*  No  rate-bill  can  exceed  twenty-five  cents  per  calendar  month  for  each  child.  The 
term  “  same  power  ”  here  referred  to  does  not  authorize  Roman  Catholic  Separate 
School  Trustees  to  impose  rates  on  non-resident  rate-payers  (Public  School  Trustees  not 
having  that  power),  unless  such  persons  are  rated  for  property  in  the  section  in  which 
the  Separate  School  is  situated,  and  reside  within  three  miles  of  the  school-house  of 
such  Separate  School ;  and  these  persons  cannot  claim  exemption  from  the  Pul)lic 
School  rates  imposed  in  their  own  section,  unless  they  come  within  the  definition  of 
“  Supporters  of  Separate  Schools,”  according  to  the  fourteenth  and  nineteenth  sections 
of  this  Act.  (See  note  page  9.) 

t  These  obligations  and  liabilities  include  :  Conducting  their  Schools  according  to 
law  ;  observing  the  general  regulations  ;  keeping  a  proper  register  of  attendance  ;  fur¬ 
nishing  information  when  desired  ;  rei^oi-ting  yearly  to  the  Inspector  and  to  their  sup¬ 
porters,  and  half-yearly  to  the  Chief  Superintendent — subject  to  the  penalties  provided 
against  incorrect  returns. 
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teachers  of  Separate  Schools  shall  he  liable  to  the  same  obligations 
and  penalties  as  teachers  of  Common  Schools. 

Term  of  Office  of  Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  Trustees. 

X.  The  Trustees  of  Separate  Schools  shall  remain  respectively 
in  office  for  the  same  periods  of  time  that  the  Trustees  for  Com¬ 
mon  Schools  do,  and  as  is  provided  by  the  thirteenth  section  and 
its  sub-sections,  of  the  Common  School  Act  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  for  Upper  Canada ;  but  no  Trustee  shall  be  re-elected 
without  his  consent,  unless  after  the  expiration  of  four  years  from 
the  time  he  went  out  of  office :  Provided  always,  that  whenever 
in  any  city,  or  town  divided  into  wards,  a  united  Board  now  ex¬ 
ists,  or  shall  be  hereafter  established,  there  shall  be  for  every  ward 
two  Trustees,  each  of  whom,  after  the  first  election  of  Trustees, 
shall  continue  in  office  two  years  and  until  his  successor  has  been 
elected,  and  one  of  such  Trustees  shall  retire  on  the  second  Wed¬ 
nesday  in  January,  yearly  in  rotation  :  and  provided  also,  that  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  after  the  election  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  January  next,  it  shall  be  determined  by  lot  which 
of  the  said  Trustees,  in  each  ward,  shall  retire  from  office  at  the 
time  appointed  for  the  next  annual  election,  and  the  other  shall 
continue  in  office  for  one  year  longer. 

Period  of  office — Time  and  mode  of  R.  C.  Sep .  Sch.  Trustee  election. 

XL  After  the  establishment  of  any  Separate  School,  the  Trustees 
thereof  shall  hold  office  for  the  same  period,  and  be  elected  at  the 
same  time  in  each  year  that  the  Trustees  of  Common  Schools  are, 
and  all  the  provisions  of  the  Common  School  Act  relating  to  the 
mode  and  time  of  election,  appointments  and  duties  of  Chairman 
and  Secretary  at  the  annual  meetings,  term  of  office  and  manner 
of  filling  up  vacancies,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  apply  to  this 
Act. 


Roman  Catholic  Children  admitted  from  other  School  Sections. 

XII.  The  Trustees  of  Separate  Schools  may  allow  children  from 
other  School  Sections,  whose  parents  or  lawful  guardians  are 
Roman  Catholics,  to  be  received  into  any  separate  School  under 
their  management,  at  the  request  of  such  parents  or  guardians 


*  This  section  provides  for  the  attendance  of  non-resident  Roman  Catholic  children 
at  the  Separate  School  of  another  section  ;  and  the  fourteenth  and  nineteenth  sections 
exempt  their  parents  and  guardians  from  all  Public  School  rates  levied  in  the  city. 
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and  no  children  attending  such  School  shall  be  included  in  the 
return,  hereafter  required  to  be  made  to  the  Chief  Superintendent 
of  Education,  unless  they  are  Roman  Catholics. 

a  C.  Separate  School  Teachers’  Certijicate  of  Qualification. 

XIII.  The  Teachers  of  Separate  Schools  under  this  Act  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  examinations,  and  receive  their  certificates  of 
qualification  in  the  same  manner  as  Common  School  Teachers 
generally :  Provided  that  persons  qualified  by  law  as  Teachers, 
either  in  Upper  or  Lower  Canada,  shall  be  considered  qualified 
Teachers  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

Supporters  of  R.  C.  Sep.  Schools  exempted  from  Common  School  Rates. 

XIV.  Every  person  paying  rates,  whether  as  proprietor  or  ten¬ 
ant,  who,  by  himself  or  his  agent,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
March  in  any  year,  gives,  or  who,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
March  of  the  present  year,  has  given  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Munici¬ 
pality  notice  in  writing  that  he  is  a  Roman  Catholic,  and  a  sup¬ 
porter  of  a  Separate  School  situated  in  the  said  Municipality,  or  in 
a  Municipality  contiguous  thereto,  shall  be  exempted  from  the 
payment  of  all  rates  imposed  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools, 
and  of  Common  School  Libraries,  or  for  the  purchase  of  land  or 
erection  of  buildings  for  Common  School  purposes,  within  the  city, 
town,  incorporated  village,  or  section  in  which  he  resides,  for  the 
then  current  year,  and  every  subsequent  year  thereafter,  while  he 
continues  a  supporter  of  a  Separate  School.  And  such  notice  shall 
not  be  required  to  be  renewed  annually  ;* *  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 


town,  incorporated  village  or  section  in  which  they  reside,  provided  the  proper  notice 
has  been  given  in,  due  time,  and  provided  their  residence  is  within  three  miles  of  the 
Separate  School-house.  (See  not  *,  page  7.) 

*  Each  E-oman  Catholic,  desirous  of  exemption,  must  see  that  he  gives  the  required 
notice,  either  personally  or  by  his  agent  properly  authorized,  in  writing,  “  an  or  before 
the  ls^  day  of  March  of  any  yearf’ — the  period  at  which  the  assessment  rolls  are  being 
made  out, — otherwise  there  is  no  authority  in  law  to  exempt  him  from  the  Public 
School  rates.  But  should  any  one  fraudulently  give  such  notice,  or  make  any  false 
statement  therein,  he  will  be  subject  to  the  penalty  hereafter  provided.  (See  section 
16.)  The  form  of  notice  may  be  as  follows  :

Sir, — I  hereby  give  you  notice,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth 
clause  of  the  Separate  School  Act  of  1863,  that  I  am  a  Roman  Catholic,  and  a  sup¬ 
porter  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  for  Section  No . ,  in  this  Township 

[or _  Ward  in  this  City  or  Town]  and  therefore  claim  exemption  from  all  Common 

School  rates  levied  in  this  School  Section  [City  or  Town]  as  provided  by  law.

I  am.  Sir,  your  obedient  servant. 

To  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipality  of  .  A.  B. 
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of  the  Trustees  of  every  Separate  School  to  transmit  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Municipality  or  Clerks  of  Municipalities  (as  the  case  may 
be),  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  a  correct  list 
of  the  names  and  residences  of  all  persons  supporting  the  Separate 
Schools  under  their  management;  and  every  rate-payer  whose 
name  shall  not  appear  on  such  list  shall  be  rated  for  the  support 
of  Common  Schools.* 

Certificate  of  Notice  to  Municipal  Clerk  he  given  by  him. 

XV.  Every  Clerk  of  a  Municipality,  upon  receiving  any  such 
notice  shall  deliver  a  certificate  to  the  person  giving  such  notice, 
to  the  effect  that  the  same  has  been  given,  and  showing  the  date 
of  such  notice. 

Penalty  for  fra'iidulent  notice. 

XYI.  Any  person  who  fraudulently  gives  any  such  notice,  or 
wilfully  makes  any  false  statement  therein,  shall  not  thereby  se¬ 
cure  any  exemption  from  rates,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
forty  dollars,  recoverable  with  costs,  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace  at  the  suit  of  the  Municipality’’  interested. 

Exception  as  to  Common  School  Rates  already  imposed. 

XVII.  Nothing  in  the  last  three  preceding  sections  contained 
shall  exempt  any  person  from  paying  any  rate  for  the  support  of 
Common  Schools  or  Common  School  Libraries,  or  for  the  erection 
of  a  School  House  or  School  Houses,  imposed  before  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  such  Separate  School. 

Persons  may  ivithdraiv  their  support  from  R.  G.  Separate  Schools. 

XVIII.  Any  Roman  Catholic  who  may  desire  to  ‘  withdraw  his 
support  from  a  Separate  School  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Municipality,  before  the  second  Wednesday  in  Janu¬ 
ary  in  any  year,*!*  otherwise  he  shall  be  deemed  a  supporter  of

Condition  of  sharing  in  Legislative  School  and  other  grants. 

XX.  Every  Separate  School  shall  be  entitled  to  a  share  in  the 
fund  annually  granted  by  the  Legislature  of  this  Province  for  the 
support  of  Common  Schools,  and  shall  be  entitled  also  to  a  share 
in  all  other  public  grants,  investments,  and  allotments  for  Com¬ 
mon  School  purposes  now  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made  by  the 
Province  or  the  Municipal  authorities,  according  to  the  average 
number  of  pupils  attending  such  school  during  the  twelve  next 
preceding  months,  or  during  the  number  of  months  which  may

XXL  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  entitle  any  such  Separate

XXV.  No  person  subscribing  towards  the  support  of  a  Separate 
School  established  as  herein  provided,  or  sending  children  thereto, 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  at  the  election  of  any  Trustee  for  a 
Common  School  in  the  City,  Town,  Village  or  Township  in  which

Official  Inspection  of  Roman  CathoUc  Separate  Schools. 

XXVI.  The  Roman  Catholic  Separate  Schools  (with  their 
Registers)  shall  be  subject  to  such  inspection  as  may  be  directed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education,  and

Disagreement  between  Roman  Catholic  Trustees  and  Officials. 

XXVII.  In  the  event  of  any  disagreement  between  Trustees  of 
Roman  Catholic  Separate  Schools  and  Local  Superintendents  of 
Common  Schools,  or  other  municipal  authorities,  the  case  in  dis- 
]mte  shall  be  referred  to  the  equitable  arbitrament  of  the  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada  ;  subject  never¬ 
theless  to  appeal  to  the  Governor  in  Council,  whose  award  shall 
be  final  in  all  cases.*

XXVIII.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  and  take  eflbct 
from  and  after  the  thirty-first  da}^  of  December  next  :  But 


*  The  following  are  the  Departmental  regulations  in  regard  to  these  appeal  cases, 
&c.  ; — 

1.  Appecds  to  the  Chief  Superintendent.-  All  parties  concerned  in  the  operations  of 
the  High  and  Public  School  Laws  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Chief  Superintendent 
of  Education  in  questions  of  dispute  and  difficultie-s,  which  arise  under  these  Laws ;  and 
he  is  authorized  to  decide  such  questions  as  are  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  law. 
But  for  the  ends  of  justice,  to  prevent  delay,  and  save  expense,  it  will  be  necessarj'’  for 
any  person  thus  appealing  :  (1)  To  furnish  the  party  against  whom  the  appeal  maj'  be 
made  with  a  correct  copy  of  his  communication  to  the  Chief  Superintendent,  in  order 
that  such  party  may  have  an  opportunity  of  transmitting  any  explanation  or  answer 
deemed  expedient.  (2)  To  state  expressly  in  the  appeal  that  the  opposite  party  has 
been  thus  notified  ;  as  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  the  Chief  Superintendent  will  de¬ 
cide,  or  form  an  opinion  on  any  point  afiecting  different  parties,  without  bearing  both 
sides — whatever  delay  may  at  anytime  be  occasioned  in  order  to  secure  such  a  hearing. 
Application  for  advice  in  School  matters  should,  in  all  cases,  be  first  made  to  the 
School  Inspector  having  jurisdiction  in  the  Municipality. 

2.  Address. — All  letters  and  documents  for  the  Department  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education,  or  Deputy,  Education  Office,  or  Education  De¬ 
partment,  Toronto — and  not  Normal  School — as  that  institution  is  in  a  separate  build¬ 
ing  from  the  Department,  and  has  a  box  of  its  own  at  the  Post  Office. 

3.  Communications  generally. — The  parties  concerned  are  left  to  their  own  discretion 
as  to  the  forms  of  all  communications  relating  to  Schools  for  which  specific  instructions 
are  not  furnished  by  the  Department ;  but  they  are  requested  to  use  large-sized,  or 
foolscap  paper,  and  to  keep  copies  of  their  letters.  In  all  communications,  however, 
the  NUMBER  of  the  School  Section,  and  the  name  of  the  Township  and  Post-office,  with 
the  Official  Title  of  the  writer  should  be  given  ;  and  also  the  number  and  DATE  of  anj" 
previous  correspondence  on  the  same  subject.  Frequently  letters  are  received  without 
either  the  date  or  Post  Office  being  given  in  them. 

4.  Communications  with  the  Government  relating  to  Schools  should  be  made  through 
the  Education  Department,  Toronto,  as  all  such  communications  not  so  made  are  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education,  to  be  brought  before  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  through  the  imoper  Department — which  occasions  unnecessary  delay  and 
expense. 

5.  Communications  relating  to  the  Journal  of^  Education  ;  to  the  People’s  Depository ; 
to  Public  Libraries;  or  to  the  Sup)erannuated  Teachers'  Fund,  School  Accounts,  Poor 
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all  contracts  and  engagements  made  and  rates  imposed,  and 
all  corpo]*ations  formed  under  the  Separate  School  Law  hereby 


Schools,  (t'C. ,  should  be  written  on  separate  sheets  from  letters  of  appeal,  or  on  legal  ques¬ 
tions,  in  order  that  they  may  be  separated  and  classified  in  the  Department. 

6.  The  Journal  of  Education  been  constituted  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieu¬ 

tenant-Governor  in  Council,  the  official  medium  of  communicating  all  Departmental 
intelligence  and  information,  parties  should  refer  to  its  pages  on  matters  relating  to  the 
Apportionment,  Kegulations,  Blank  Deports,  Depository,  Normal  School,  &c. 

7.  The  Postage  Laio  and  the  Education  Department — Pre-payment  of  Postage  on  Booh- 
and  Parcels — Registered  Letters.-  As  moxey  parties  in  correspondence  with  the  Educas^ 
tion  Department  do  not  comply  with  the  postage  law  in  the  pre-payment  of  their  letters 
(thereby  increasing  the  postage  charge  by  neaxlj  fifty  per  cent.),  the  effect  has  been  to 
swell  unduly  this  item  of  the  contingencies  of  the  Department.  It  may  be  that  this- 
omission  arises  from  the  impi'ession  that  the  official  correspondence  of  the  Educational 
branch  of  the  public  service,  like  that  of  the  Dominion  Executive  Departments,  goes 
free.  But  this  is  a  mistake,  as  it  is  necessary  to  prepay  all  letters  to  the  Provincial 
Departments.  It  will  be  necessary,  therefore,  that  all  correspondence  with  this  De¬ 
partment  be  pre-paid  (as  it  is  on  all  letters,  fee.,  going  from  the  Department),  and  that 
thinner  paper  be  used  in  all  cases.  Several  letters  that  might  occupy  but  one  page  have 
been  received  written  on  large,  thick  paper,  and  embracing  four  pages.  Foolscap  i^aper 
should  be  used  where  practicable,  and  only  such  portions  of  it  sent  as  may  be  written 
on.  All  other  portions  have  to  be  cut  off  when  the  letter  is  filed. 

8.  According  to  the  postage  law,  the  postage  on  all  books,  i^arcels,  printed  circulars, 
&c.  (between  any  place  in  the  Dominion),  sent  through  the  post  must  be  pre-paid  by 
the  sender  at  the  rate  of  one  cent,  per  two  ounces.  School  Inspectors  and  Teachers 
ordering  books  from  the  Educational  Depository  will,  therefore,  please  send  such  an 
additional  sum  for  the  payment  of  this  postage,  at  the  rate  specified,  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary.  Letters  are  often  posted  and  registered  at  one  office,  while  another  one  is  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  letters  themselves.  This  fact  should  be  noted  in  the  letter  by  the  writer, 
othervdse  the  discrepancy  causes  confusion  and  inconvenience  in  the'  letter  registry  of 
money  receipts. 

9.  Regulations  in  regard  to  High,  Public,  and  Separate  School  Returns. — All  official 
returns  to  the  Chief  Superintendent,  or  School  Inspector,  which  are  made  upon  the 
printed  blank  forms  furnished  by  the  Education  Department,  should  he  pre-paid  at  the 
rate  mentioned  above,  and  he  open  at  each  end,  so  as  to  entitle  them  to  pass  through  the 
post  as  i^rinted  papers.  No  letters  should  be  enclosed  with  such  returns.

SPECIAL  NOTES  ON  THE  SUPPLY  OF  PRIZE  AND  LIBRARY  BOOKS. 

.General  Suggestions  to  Trustees.— Where  Trustees  (as  is  now  generally  done) 
leave  the  selection  of  Prize  and  Library  Books  to  the  Department,  it  would  greatly 
facilitate  the  making  of  a  satisfactory  selection  if  a  statement  of  the  number  of  the 
pupils  in  schools  were  given,  or  if  the  numbers  of  Prize  Books  required  at  specified 
prices  were  indicated,  a  suitable  selection  could  be  made,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Trustees  as  indicated  below. 

A  form  of  application  will  be  sent  when  requested.  These  applications  are  put  in 
hand  in  order  of  their  receipt,  and  no  unnecessary  delay  takes  place  in  the  despatch  of 
the  order. 

Books,  etc.,  sent  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Trustees. — In  transmitting  an  order  for 
any  of  the  articles  on  sale  at  the  Depository,  care  must  be  taken  to  accompany  it  with 
a  remittance — and  also  to  give  directions  as  to  the  parties  to  whom  the  parcel  should 
be  sent.  The  chief  object  of  the  Department  is  to  provide  facilities  for  supplying  the 
Public  Schools  of  the  Province  with  approved  Books,  Maps  and  Apparatus,  at  cost. 
When  the  article  ordered  is  not  in  stock,  the  nearest  selection  to  it  is  made,  subject, 
hoioever.  to  the  approval  of  the  Trustees,  fee.  Globes,  glassware,  apparatus,  &c.,  are 
packed  by  an  experienced  packer,  but  the  Department  cannot  be  responsible  for  damage 
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repealed,  shall  remain  in  force  as  if  made  under  the  authority 
of  this  Act. 


or  breakage.  The  3  00  per  cent,  is  allowed  on  packing-boxes,  and  no  other  charge  is 
made  for  packing.  Nearly  all  the  apparatus  sent  out  is  of  Canadian  manufacture. 

If  Library  or  Prize  Books  be  ordered  by  Trustees,  in  addition  to  maps  and  appara¬ 
tus,  it  will  be  necessary  to  send  not  less  than  $5  additional  for  each  class  of  books,  with 
the  proper  forms  of  application.  In  making  out  orders  the  Titles  of  Books  need  not  be 
given,  the  number  and  page  on  the  catalogue  are  all  that  is  necessary.  Duplicates  are 
not  sent,  as  the  object  is  to  secure  a  proper  variety  for  the  Schools. 

One  Hundred  x)e,v cent,  allowed  on  School  Registers. — The  Chief  Superintendent  will 
allow  the  100  per  cent,  on  all  remittances  of  $5  and  upwards,  which  may  be  sent  to  the 
People’s  Depository  for  Maps,  Charts,  Apparatus,  General  and  Daily  Registers,  Pupils’ 
Monthly  Reports,  and  Merit  Cards,  but  the  Registers  cannot  be  sent  (or  allowed  for) 
with  Prize  or  Library  Books  except  at  net  price. 

In  replying,  please  also  be  particular  to  give  ; — 1.  The  number  of  the  School  Section  ; 
2.  The  name  of  the  Township,  Town  or  Village  ;  3.  The  name  of  the  nearest  Railway 
Station ;  4,  The  name  of  the  nearest  Post  Office. 

The  following  suggestions  are  also  offered  ; — 

1.  Letters  should  be  addressed  to  the  “Education  Office,”  or  “  Education  Depart¬ 
ment,”  and  not  to  the  “  Normal  School,” 

2.  Application  for  Maps,  Apparatus,  Prize  or  Librarj'-  Books,  should  (as  stated  on 
the  face  of  them)  be  accompanied  with  the  remittance  named  in  the  application.  It 
should  not  be  enclosed  in  a  separate  envelope,  unless  the  fact  is  specially  noted  on  the 
application.  Very  often  the  application  (stating  that  a  certain  sum  is  inclosed)  comes 
in  one  envelope  and  the  money  in  another.  This  discrepancy  should  not  occur  without 
an  explanation  being  given  in  the  letter.  The  Post  Office  authorities  do  not  allow  the 
form  of  application  filled  up  to  pass  the  post  as  printed  matter. 

3.  The  name  of  the  Post  Office  of  the  writer,  or  School  Section,  should  invariably 
be  mentioned  in  the  letter.  Frequently  letters  are  received  without  either  the  date  or 
Post  (>ffice  being  given  in  them. 

_  4,  Letters  are  often  p(;sted  and  registered  at  one  office,  while  another  one  is  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  letters  themselves.  This  fact  should  be  noted  in  the  letter  by  the  writer 
otherwise  the  discrepancy  causes  confusion  in  the  letter  registry  of  money  receipts. 
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
